All of the roads repre- 
sented state through their officials 
that they are in the market for much 
more cquipment than that included in 
the figures here given, but that the 
Janadian shops are away behind in 
filling their orders, which far exceeds 
their capacity, and that similar con- 
ditions obtain among the | United 
States manufacturers. 

We have appropriated $19,000,000 
for new equipment, but cannot find 
manufacturers who will take our mon- 
ey, is the way General Manager Leon- 
ard of the Canadian Pacific puts it.

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SPEEOUES FOR KINGS 


HOW THEIR ADDRESSES ARE 
PR@°ARED FOR THEM. 


Gacyolopacdie Information Is Requir- 
ed to Meet the Wide Variety of 
Occasions Upon Which Royalty 
Plas te Speak and So the Work Is 
Done by Experts—Information Is 
Handed to King’s Secretary. 


“To prepare the speeches of a royal 
Pessonage such as King Edward, 
Banging as they do over almost every 
subject under the sun, from art to 
agriculture, and from chemistry to 
eattle-breeding, one would require to 
eombine the eloquence of Demos- 
thenes with the varied erudition of an 
encyclopacdia,” 

So said Lord Rosebery a short time 
ago; and, indeed, it is only necessary 
to look over a list of the subjects 
which have inspired the oratory of 
King Edward or King George to mar- 
vel how one little head could carry 
all they knew. As a matter of fact, 
no head could carry such encyelo- 
pacdic knowledge as these royal 
speeches exhibit; and their composi- 
tion is often the product of a good 
many clever brains. 

Although King George, like his la- 
mented royal father, is by natural 
aptitude and Jong training a ready 


‘and eloquent speaker, he has natural- 


ly neither the time nor the knowledge 
necessary to prepare many cof the 
speeches he has to deliver. Take, for 
example, the opening of a new wing 
to a hospital, for which it is necessary 
to give a history of the hospital and 
iis work, to refer fo the distinguished 
men it has given to the world, and to 
the part it has played in advancing 
Jucdical and surgical science. 

These are matters which call for 
expert knowledge, and of which the 
King is naturally as ignorant as the 
average layman. Here the hospital 
authorities come gallantly to his as- 
sistance and practically prepare his 
epeech for him. A cAmmittee of the 
principal cfticials is formed, the 
records of the hosnital are carefully 
eearched, and the result of the com- 
mittee’s work is embodied in a speech 
of perhaps an hour's duration, The 
speech, or atutement, is then carefully 
revised and cut down to the required 
compass of about a quarter of an 
hour at the outside, and invested with 
&s much interest and literary merit as 
the comminee can put into it. 

Four typewritten copies of the fim 
ished speech are then made, and, 
armed with these, the committee ar- 
range a conference with the King’s 
secretary, who makes such sugges- 
tions and amendments as he thinks 
advisable, The revised proof is then 
eubmitted to His Majesty, who fre- 
quently’ rewrites it to satisfy his in- 
dividual taste, and when it has thus 
received th) royal approval the manu- 
ecript is sent to the printers and re- 
produced in purple letters on vellum, 
in which gorgeous form it is sent to 
His Majesty. 

In his earlien years King Edward 
used to learn these prepared speeches 
by heart; und, aided by an excellent 
memory, wise able to deliver them 
with all the natural effect of im- 
promptu utterances. On one occasion, 
it is said—the speech was to be de- 
livered at the Royal Academy ban- 
quet—he had omitted this precaution, 
and, further, found to his dismay that 


he had forgotten to take the copy 
with him. He proved, however, more 
than equal to the emergeney, trying 
as it was to an inexperienced speak- 


er, and delivered one of the best 
speeches of his life, to the surprise 
and delight of his auditors, to whom 
he confessed his predicament, 

Th later years, when experience had 
begotten confidence, His Majesty was 
content to master the facts and figures 
of his speech. and to trust to the in- 
epiration of moment for its de- 
livery. How happy this invariably 
was—how natural and gracefully ex- 
pressed—those who were privileged 
to hear him well know. “King Ed- 
ward's happiest efforts, however,” 
Lord, Rosebery says, ‘were those 
which were quite innocent of any 
preparation. In yrace and simplicity 
of language, delicacy of humor, and 
dignity of utterance, the King’s im- 


the 


prominptu speaking might well chal- 
lenge comparison with that of any 
after-dinner speaker I have ever 


heard,” 

On many subjects, too, King Ed- 
ward was an expert who needed no 
help in prepuring his speeches; and 
many of his best pfforts, on such wide 
apart subjects as art and agriculture, 
were entirely of his own production; 
and, | all his speeches, gained con. 


sidera from hi eléar enunciation 
and his besutiful, well-modulated 
voice, 


King George is, if possible, an even 
better speaker than his royal father. 
Indeed, some of his speeches are per. 
fect models of lucidity, happy expres- 
sion, and natural cloquenee. Although 
the material for many of them is sup.

SAMPLE MARKET 
FOR GRAIN 


How it Will Work Against the Best | 
Interests of the Farmers of the 
Canadian Northwest 


The efforts of the dealers In wheat 
and other grains to establish a sam- 
ple markct in Winnipeg are being 
made by men who desire and who 
appear to be determined to regain 
the control of the grain trade they 
held for man: years, but which they 
have now lost. . Selfist motives are 
the prim moving principle that gov- 
ern all the steps they are now taking. 
Let us examine the true inwardness 
of the matter. 

There are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time the crop com- 
mences to move, in the fall of the 
year, until the close of nevigation at 
the head of the Lakes. Che grain 
crop of Western Canada is taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets. After the close of nav- 
igation the grain grown In the west | 
which has not gone across the Lakes ; 
by boat must necessarily go by rail! 
routes to the Atlantic ports either | 
around the north ‘shore of Lake Super: | 
jor or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, ‘every carload of grain pass- 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif 
ferent lines of railway will be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty 
except Sundays and holidays 
the wait will be twice that long.
